Homestfad, Poud,, July 14.— Tho state 
militia guards at all tho important points 
about iho town were doubled to-night, and 
a picket lino ones mile in length waa 
thrown out between the town and tho Car- 
negie mill. No reason could be learned for 
thia sudden activity of the troops furthor 
than the fact that men were seen gathering 
in largo groups ubout the town, and in 
several saloons there waa moro drinking 
aud loud talk than usual. 



CANADIAN NEWS, 



Will Probably bo Placed on the 
Steamer Earle and be Ready 
For Use at once. 



Dr. Ifacnaughton Jones Instructed 
From Ottawa to Make Enquir- 
ies and Report 



Dr. Macnaughton Jones yesterday re- 
ceived from Ottawa a telegram instructing 
him to havo the steamer Eirlo examined to 
see if sho would answer tho purposes of a 
quarantine steamer. The object for which 
tho boat waa wanted waa set forth a few 
days ago, when Mr. E. G. Prior, M.P., 
sent an urgent telegram to the Premier, Sir 
John Abbott, laying the facts before him, 
and strongly insisting 'hat immediate notion 
be taken. There is now a strong probabil- 
ity that the steamer will aoon bo arranged 
for, as the Earle is said to bo in all respects 
suitable for the purpose 

Once the boat is secured and the dioxide 
machine is placed in position, it will he a 
comparatively easy matter to thoroughly 
disinfect all ships arriving in port, and 
there will bo less d inger of the introduction 
of any infectious or contagious disease. 
There has already been neurly three weeks' 
delay sinco the apparatus ariived, and it ia 
hoped there will bo no more of it. 

It is not known yet whether the depart- 
ment at Ottawa propose to purchase the 
Earle, or merely to lease her; but it is safe 
to say that whether alio is leased or pur- 
chased there will not be much dissatisfac- 
tion so long as prompt action is taken.

From the Report. 

LONDON, July 14. — At a meeting of tho 
Hudson Bay Co., held in London, England, 
to day, tho directors recommended a divis- 
ion of six shillings and sixpence per Bharc, 
which will absorb £32,500, leaving a sum of 
£17,70.'!, 7a, 2d to bo carried forward. The 
report Bays "ibis ia to he regretted, and is 
in consequence of the fur sales held in Jun- 
mity and March bringing lower average 
prices than thoso of last year, on ac- 
count of tho dull stato of trade, both 
at homo and abroad," Report Buys that, 
acting under the instructions of tho board, 
the now commissioner, Mr. Chipman, ia ef- 
fecting a very considerable reduction in tho 
expenses of management, rendered possible 
now i hat improved meuna of communica- 
tion brings many of the agencies directly 
under tho central authority at Winnipeg. 
It is estimated that by changes already de- 
cided upon a reduction of £10.000 in the an- 
nual working expenses will bo accomplished. 
Tho land sales during tho past year bos 
been as follows : Farm lands, 17,500 acres, 
for $104,501, averaging So. 04 per aero; 
town lota, 119 lot3 for S.i5,02o. Total, 
§150,250. 



ST. JOHN'S, N.F. 

What the Town Was Before the Itecent Fire 
Swept It. 

St. John's is a seaport city, the capital of 
Newfoundland, near the extremity of tho 
easternmost part of tho peninsula which 
projects from tho eastern portion of tho 
island, 1,655 miles west by south of Galway, 
Ireland, thia being the shortest distance 
between any two seaports of Europe and 
America, and 1,070 milca, northeast of 
Montreal. It baa a very good h irbor. It 
is enclosed by two mountains, between the 
east points of which is tho entrance, cilled 
"Tho Narrows," which ia defended by for- 
tifications. The main street is about a mile 
and a half in length, The city is lighted 
with gas, and had a number of very Sue 
buildings, including eight churches and five 
or six schools. The city has n number of 
foundries, factories, oil refineries, etc. Its 
trade largely consists of supplying fisher- 
men. Tho population is about 25,000. The 
Atlantic cable stretches from this point. 



Oops in Oregon. 
Portland, Or., July 12 —The weekly re- 
port of the Oregon weather bureau, aays: 
Tho cool, partly cloudy and occasional show- 
ery weather has been of great benefit to the 
growing crops. The grain crop has been 
considerably improved, and better yields 
than were anticipated will bo secured. 
Heading has begun in parts of E>slcrn 
Oregon and in Jackson County. 



DOINGS OF CONGRESS. 

Retaliation Against Canada -The Homestead 
Troubles and the Inquiry Into 
the Circumstances. 

Washington, July 14.— A Canadian re- 
taliation resolution has been introduced by 
Mr. Higgins, of Delawure, levying inoreased 
port charges and tonnage on Canadian ves- 
sels, suspending tho long and ehort haul 
clause of the Interstate Commerce Bill, 
where it enabli-d Canadian roads 
to compete with Iho American railroads, 
rescinding the privilege of transporting 
goods in bond across U.S. territory, and 
levying duties on coffee and sugar imported 
into the U S. through Canada. Mr. Stewart 
proposed to cut down the salaries of Gov- 
ernment employes 2o per cent, aa a 
punishment for their alleged sym- 
pathy with the anti-free silver 
coinage. Mr. Pf. Her introduced a bill to 
atup tho coinage of gold. A Homestead 
resolution was reported by tho committee 
on contingent, expenses, and lies over till 
to morrow for action- It 1b very broad in 
its provisions aa respects tho employment 
of Pinkerion men, and authorizes tho com- 
mittee to sit either in Washington or 
elsewhere.

SHIIUIOIKE?. 

(From tho Columbian.! 

L'rinckton, July 4. — Mr. R. A. Brown, 
general manager of the International Min- 
ing and Milling Co., paid this section a 
visit lately. The principal prospect of Mr. 
Brown's company is on Volcanic mountain, 
Kettle river. The iron cap over this vol- 
canic deposit of minural lb 800 feet wide, 
and one and a half miles long. Tho tirot 
tunnel, 100 feet of which ia already com- 
pleted, will tap the mineral ] :!()[) feet 
below tho cap. One hundred and sixty feet 
• more will reach mineral. Tim tunnel, 
when completed, will open up one of the 
largest bodies of mineral iu the province. 
Another tunnel can be run 200 feet lower 
than the one at present being put iu. 
Mr. Brown was accompanied on this trip 
by Mr. A. Brown, of Seattle, a mining ex- 
pert und asiayer, who h;is given close at- 
tention to the different ledges near here. 
Prospecting parties are continually travers- 
ing tho country, and a rich strike may he 
reported any day. A large body of cupper 
ore certainly exiats on the Similkameen, hut 
tho discovery of the true lead is difficult, 
owing to the amount of slide rock and sur- 
face deposit encountered throughout the en- 
tiro region. Steady prospecting in a coun- 
try like this is sure to tell, however, and 
some lucky man will strike tho right spot 
some day and pocket coin enough for bin 
find to enable him to rank among the mil- 
lionaires of this country. 

Placer mining, according to the old pick 
•and shovel method, has not paid very well 
lately, and the " little buckskin sacks" thai 
a few years ago were always plump and full 
are rather slim, generally, these days. Con- 
siderable work, however, is still going on on 
the different creeks along Granite and far- 
ther up the Tulameen, and occasional luck 
gives fresh courage to continue the search 
for tho wealth t hat is still believed to be 
hidden along those creeks or in the deep 
cur gulches or ravines that here and there 
pierce tho mountain walls. 

Fourteen miles above Granite the Tula- 
meen Hydraulic Co. ure at work, and news 
of an encouraging character is expected 
from there soon, as the company have been 
piping for some time, and ought to be able 
to get a clean up, and a good one, before 
long. Hydraulioing will, doubtless, be 
commenced, near Princeton, at an early 
date on a large scale. Experts have visited 
the ground in the interest of capitalists, and 
their reports ure now awaited with interest 
by those directly interested, and the public. 
Tho wonder is that ground known to he 
rich in gold and platinum should have re- 
mained unnoticed so long. 

Ruby Creek, the once famous Skagit, river 
placer camp, is again attracting attention. 
The Government have had the trail from 
tho 23 mile potit on the Similkameen trail 
to the boundary line, a distance of about - JI 
miles, cleared of timber. The bulk of the 
travel into that part of Uncle Sam's terri- 
tory goes in by, way of 1 1 ope, at present, as 
was the case when tho former rush took 
place into that camp. A trail or road of 
some sort is, however, being built up the 
Skagit, and when complete will cut oil', it is 
said, the most of the traffic via Hope. Ruby 
Creek, a tributary of the Skagit, joins that 
atream over 10 miles below the bouudary.

LETTER PROM ME. BEAVEN. 

To tiilj EniTon:— I observe n report in 
your paper from Dr. J. C iLvie, in which 
he refers to nip. Mr. DaviQ wished Dr. 
Crompton to reside ut tho hospital grounds, 
and that the city should I rovidc an hotel to 
accommodate persona who had been exposed 
to tho iijfectiou, and who had been in 
attendance on smallpox patients— I en- 
deavor to attend to suggestions from all 
quarters. Mr. Joshua Davies handed mo 
i ho letter and I immediately went with 
him to Dr. Milne tho city health olllcer. 
The subjects were then fully discussed und 
we parted deeming them Unnecessary and 
impracticable after hearing Dr. Milne's 
statements. Dr. Cromptou's services ure 
paid for by tho oi'y, ho devotes 
all his time to smallpox patients. Tho 
larger number of tlio-.o ho attends are in 
tho city proper; ho has beeii Ublo to pay 
proper attention to those at the hospital 
grounds as well — Dr. Fraeer has visited the 
patients at Albert Head. I do Hot advance 
my own views upon questions of this kind, 
but am guided by the properly authorised 
medical authorities of the city. 

The hotel proposition was explained to bo 
then quite unnecessary, tho practice being 
to remove the patient as Boon Us possible, 
without endangering their lives or health, 
to the hospital grounds, tho premises occu- 
pied are then disinfected and tho apartment 
the patient had left locked up, 8<> us to pre- 
vent occupancy, mid all persons suspected 
of exposure to infectioc quarantined iu the 
building until all suspicion of infection had 
passed. It was suggested that if tho in- 
junction was removed from the Rots Day 
building all "euspects" Could he removed 
there, if thought then advisable. The in- 
junction is now removed and that building 
is available. I may say that I havo always 
favored bonding tho patients to 
the hospital' grounds, the principal 
inducement which actuated my mind in 
deciding upon the erection of buildings at 
the hospital for em tllpox patients was tho 
assurance that patients would have umple 
at tendance and careful nursing. Dr. 
Crompton was mentioned by mo as tho 
medical man in attendance on behalf of tho 
city upon smallpox patients. The city is 
paying for all that ita properly authorized 
officers order at the Jubilee Hospital, and 
in the city, und at the quarantine station at 
Albert Head. Dr. Milne i« the health 
officer. Dr. Crompton devotes his whole 
time to attendance, and Dr. Fraser has vis- 
ited at Albert Had. livery tll'ort and in- 
ducement is offered to patients to go out to 
the hospital grounds ; the city U now pro- 
viding isolated cotNges in addition to the 
building erected last Sunday. 

Dr. Davie says "he requested an immedi- 
ate reply from me, but so f;ir 1 have not 
seen tit to give him tin answer." This 
statement from Dr. Davie h a sufficient 
anbwer in itself, I should suppose. 
But I must say, regarding his complaint, 
rhat I was more concerned at the time in 
attending to the suggestions he offered to 
prevent the spread of smallpox than the 
formal courtesy of replying to his letter. 
However, I now say that Dr. Davie's letter 
was not, in my opinion, couched in the 
language ono ought to expect from a 
a person in his position. 

I havo devotid my tiuit! to municipal 
work ever since I Was elected to the muni- 
cipal chair. I have now hardly a moment 
to spare. My anxiety is for the proper 
care of the sick, the prevention of the dis- 
cuss from spreading and tho quieting of tho 
public mind, which f feel has been unduly 
United, to the (jreat injury of the city. 
Mr. Davies, the President of the Hospital, 
heard Dr. Milne's views upon Dr Davie's 
suggestions. 

It bus been suggested that Dr. Ciompton, 
by visiting patients in the city, would 
pread the disease; the same argument 
would surely apply to other medic il men 
who attend smallpox patients and after- 
wards attend patients who are not inflicted 
with that complaint. I think the caro of 
smallpox patients should be undertaken by 
medical men who devote nil their lime to 
that duty. It was with that object in view- 
that I engaged Dr. CromptOo on behalf of 
the city mid piopoae to retain his services. 
If Dr. Davie or any other official connected 
with the Jubilee hospital prevents him from 
attending upon patients sent there by tho 
ity otlleials, he will Hot be carrying out 
tho agreement entered into with mo as 
mayor ol tile city, and Mi. Davies as prcci 
dent of the hospital.

THE CROFTER SETTLEMENT IN 
BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

The commercial company referred to by 
the Hon. John Robson iu the "interview" 
published in yesterday's Pall Mall Gazette 
is, under tho arrangement with the Govern- 
ment of British Columbia, to be formed in 
England with a capital of not less than 
£1,000,000. Its corporato objects shall in- 
ciudo co-operation with tho Government of 
the Province in settling tho colonists upon 
the coasts of British Columbia, providing 
them with boats, tackle and appliances for 
fishing purposes, and facilities for thu mar- 
keting of tho products of the labor of the 
colonists, und for tho adoption of such 
measures as will further tho development of 
the deep sea fisheries of British Columbia 
and the establishment of contingent indus- 
tries therein. On the company depositing 
£20,000 as a guarantee that tho company 
will carry out its undertakings, the Gov- 
ernment is authorized to enter into an 
agreement with the company for the pur- 
pose named and to make a grant to the 
company of public lands from time to time, 
not exceeding 500,000 acres in all. The date 
of the formation of the company is not to be 
later than tho 31st of December, 1892. The 
lands are to be free from taxation for 10 
years, and the personal property of the 
company shall not bo subject to taxation 
for two years from tho du to of its formation.

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BOSS BAY HOSPITAL SITE. 

The Order Restraining the City From 
Using 1 the Quarantine. Station 
Suspended. 



Sir Matthew Baillie Jiog-bie Thinks 
the Scare is Somewhat Larger 
Than the Scarecrow. 



Beforo Sir Matthew Baillie Begbie, Chiof 
Justico, Mr. W. J. Taylor, for the Corpor- 
ation of the City of Victoria, yesterday 
made application to have tho interim order 
issued by Ilia Lordship, restraining the 
city from placing smallpox patitnts in the 
hospital at Ross Bay, dissolved. Mr. A. E. 
Mcl'hillins appeared for tho original peti- 
tioners. 

Mr. Taylor said ho proposed to offer ar 
gument on two distinct propositions, first 
on the merits of the case, and, second, on 
the matter of the jurisdiction of the court, 
as in connection with this latter phase o! 
the question he would draw attention to 
the change in the luw siuco the time tho in 
junction was tirst issued. 

Sir Matthew suggested that the question 
of jurisdiction be taken up lirst 

Sir. Taylor tin n presented to tho court 
a copy of the official Gazette for the F 
vince, bearing date July II, and containing 
certain regulations made by His Honor th 
Lieut. -Goveruor-iu-Counoil under author- 
ity vested in him by statute, which pro 
vided that any such regulations issued by 
the Lieut. •Governnr-in-Cottnoil should bav 
the full force and effect of law, and be con- 
sidered by the courts as such until the next 
meeting ot tile Legislature, Under clauses 
21, 32, 33, lit, 35, 30 and 31 of theae regu- 
lations referred to, the power of erecting 
suitable buildings for hospitals, etc., was 
vested absolutely in the Hoards of Health of 
the municipalities, and they wero given 
means for the enforcement of their power 
without tho regulations giving anyone a 
right to apply to the courts for an injunc- 
tion to restrain the Corporation from carry- 
ing into effect what they were empowered 
to undertake. He referred to an ap 
peal case which had been cited in 
previous argument, but held that in this 
one the power of tho corporation against 
whom the injunction had been held good, 
was merely permissive power, whereas, in 
the present case, tho power of the Corpora- 
tion of the City of Victoria was, under the 
regulations, uuaolulo, and the petitioners 
had no right to upply to tho Courts for an 
injunction even though they might have a 
right to recourse at law by action, as was 
provided by the samo regulations. 

Sir Matthew, in looking over tho regula- 
tions, noted the clauses referring to com- 
pulsory vaccination: 

"I heard tho other day," said tho Chief 
Justice, " of a man who would rather take 
tho chances of the disease than be vac- 
cinated. I don't know whether ho meant 
what he Baid or not, but certainly 1 should 
be very much inclined to vaccinate him 
nolens nolens, and let him bring his action 
afterwards for the assault." 

Continuing, Sir Mat hew said he thought 
the regulations might have gouo a little 
further in some respects. l''or instance, it. 
would be very interesting for statistical 
purposes if some provision had been made 
for the reporting, or recording at the time u 
case of smallpox wus reported, whether or 
not the patient had been vaccinated, if so, 
how often, how recently, and other details 
of the case, which could be further supple- 
mented when the disease had run its course, 
so that a statement might he prepared after 
the whole thing was over; of how many 
smallpox patients had been vaccinated, how 
many uuvneeinated, etc., and the character 
or nature of the disease in each case, whether 
mild or sovero and whether milder or more 
severe in cases where vaccination had taken 
place, and otherwise. 

Alter sumo desultory argument Sir Mat- 
thew drew attention to the fact that suitable 
hospital facilities had now been secured by 
the city on the Jubilee Hospital grounds, 
ann, this being the case, why should they 
also U3e the hospital at Boss Biy ? 

Mr, Taylor explained that it might bo 
found necessary to use both buildings, one 
for the actual pati'-nts, and one — that ut 
Ross Bay —us a quarantine station, where 
suspects and those persons whe were likely 
to become infected, could he detained. 

Sir Matthew : I think too much fusa has 
been made over tins outbreak altogether 
Why, the s tare is ever so much bigger than 
tho scare crow ! 

Mr. Tajlor : But wo want tho Ross Bay 
Hospital in case of an emergency which we 
do not, anticipate, hut which wo wish to be 
prepared for, 

Kir Matthew : Too much baa been made 
of this matter altogether, and a great many 
people have just created a bogey man 
scare themselves with. Why the danger Is 
not the least bit greater than when wo have 
typhoid or malarial (ever hero when Wl 
have hail much more sickness and that, too 
of a long continued sickness, which is to bi 
much more dreaded than the smallpox 
disease 

Mr. McPhillips cited a case in which the 
hospital authorities hatl had permissive 
power to purchase a certain specified site 
anil yet the court granted an injunction. 

Sit Matthew: But in this case the regu 
lations issued by the Lb-ut.-Governor-in- 
Council do not give permission. They 
pose an absolute duty and if that duty ia 
not performed, some ono may he making an 
application before me for a mandamus to 
compel tho corporation to act. 

Mr. McPhillips urged that if the argu- 
ment of Mr. Taylor whs carried out to its 
legitimate conclusion, then the result would 
be that no private rights would be safe. 

Sir Matthew : It is quito possible to 
conceive the board of health or corporation 
of a municipality turning you or me out of 
our houses if tho law siys they can do so. 
The only rights wo enjoy are those which 
tho law gives us, and if tho law suya that 
some one may expropriate your land or ap- 
propriate your house, you can't help it. 
But such a law as this, it is evident, is not 
lasting. There is no doubt In my mind 
that the Guzetto containing these regula- 
tions was only issued for temporary pur- 
poses, but tho fuct remains, it has been 
Usucu, ai.«!, H">dcr tne law > tllu regulations 
are now in force 1 ! 

Mr, MoPhlittps urged that it would be a 
matter lor enquiry of tho court whether or 



until they are, the other portion of the sec- 
tion does not seem to apply. 

Sir Matthew: What regulations would 
bo necessaiy ? 

Mr. McPhillips: Precautionary ones, 
perhaps. 

Sir Matthew: Tho regulations cover 
thoso. This ordinance, you must under- 
stand, is a dead letter, unless un exigency 
arises. 

Mr. McPhillips : It is putting a wide 
construction on tho legislative authority, to 
say that orders in Council like theso shall 
have the force of law. 

Sir Matthew : I cant see that this ordi- 
nance travels outside tho act. Tho regula- 
tions, us I have said, are so strong, a man- 
t/amii.i could bo had to compel the Board of 
Health to take uction, that is, in case they 
refused or even neglected to do so. 

Mr. McPhillips— I would have thought if 
the Legislature had intended to give to the 
Lieut. -Governor-in Council power to pass 
regulations providing for expropriation or 
appropriation of property, it would have 
said so in express words. I once heard it ar- 
gued that un Englishman's bouse was his 
castle. 

Sir Matthew— That was very old fash- 
ioned. (Laughter ) 

After some more argument Sir Matthew 
sod that in view of the fact that this was a 
very important point, he thought tho city 
would be acting graciously, to say the least 
of it, if they did not use the Ross Buy 
building as a hospital until time had been 
allowed the petitioners to carry tho matter 
to tho full court, if they so wished. 

Mr. Taylor: I don't think wo will have 
to use it for a day or two at any rate, and 
then probably only as a quarantine station, 
not as a hospital. 

Sir Matthew said that while he did not 
advise an appeal und was very clear on the 
matter himself, he thought it would bo well 
to get tho opinion of the Pull Court. He 
gave judgment suspending the order, with 
ills question of costs reserved. 

BEFORE TILE FULL COURT. 

(Present Sir Matthew B. Regbio, C. J., Crense 
J. and Watkom, J.) 
Queen v. Clark— Crown case reserved. 
iV. G. Smith for the Crown, C. Wilson for 
the prisoner. John Clark and A. E. House 
were tried at Kainloops, on tiie (ith of June, 
last, upon an indictment charging them 
with obtaining money from Robert Ward & 
by means of a false pretense, made to 
the Royal Insurance Co. of Liverpool Eng., 
for whom Ward & Co. wore tbu agents in 
this Province. 

Howse was the local agent of the Insur- 
ance Co Clark, at the instigation of Howse, 
preferred a fraudulent claim for losses under 
liis policy held from the Insurunco Co., ami 
supported it by a statutory declaration, 
falsu to the knowledge of both himself and 
Howse, which was transmitted through the 
latter to Ward & Co., who, thereupon re- 
mitted the amount of the claim to Clark, 
through llowso. 

At the trial Mr. Wilson objected that to 
constitute the crime the party from whom 
the money was obtained must havo been 
leceived by the pretence, but that as Howse 
was here the agent of that party, his knowl 
ledge was the knowledge of his principi 1 ; 
and that the indictment should have been 
for a conspiracy on the part of Howse and 
Clark to defraud the Insurance Co. This 
point was reserved on behalf of Clark only. 

Mr. Wilson now pre-sed this contention, 
iting Queen v. Mills, Djurs & Bell, 205, 
which di cidod that where the prosecutor was 
uwarc of tho falsity of the pretence at the 
time the money was obtained tho crime is 
uot proved 

The court however held, without calling 
on tho crown, that this case did not apply, 
as here Ward & Co. did pay on tho faith of 
the false pretence, and that Howee was u 
mere conduit pipe though particeps crlni- 
inn, and that the knowledge of a com- 
mercial agent is uot the knowledge of his 
irincipal for the purposes cf the criminal 
aw. 

Conviction affirmed. 

Kerr & Begg v. Cotton. — Motion to the 
court, sitting as a divisional court, foi a 
new trial. 

The notion was for damages for breach by 
the defendant of a contract in writing, 
whereby tho defendant covenanted us 
follows, viz.: " to print for the plain- 
tiffs 100 volumes of a work called a Bio- 
graphical Dictionary of well-known British 
Columbiana," of 500 pages each, on SO lb. 
No. 2 book paper, unea'endared, and to 
hind the same in full Russia leather, gilt 
edges, ami equal in every respect to a 
sample Volume submitted and approved by 
the plaintiffs, not later than 13th July, 
1H00 ; " charging that the defendant did not 
deliver in time, did not print and bind as 
agreed, nor equal to sample, hut printed 
anil bound in a negligent and unworkman- 
like manner. The defendant counter- 
claimed for damsges against the plaint i IT, 
that they, by breach on their part of the 
terms of the contract, prevented the defend- 
ant from executing his contract as pro- 
vided, whereby he suffered loss in provid- 
ing means for doing so, etc. The 
evidence at the trial did not show that any 
sample copy whatever hail been produced 
and agreed on us a standard, but that two 
hooks of materially differing styles of 
binding and makeup had been produced, 
and that it was agreed that the book to he- 
printed was to he a compromise between 
them. • 

The jury found a verdict for plaintiff on 
tho claim and on the counterclaim. 

Mr. A. E. McPhillips showed cause to the 
motion. 

The Court held that the verdict could 
not stand, and that tho trial judge ought to 
have withdrawn the case on both the claim 
and counter-claim from the jury, on the ground 
that tho sample copy which wus to lie tho 
basis of the contrast was never produced or 
dgreed upon, or the parties ever ctrf idem as, 
to the character of the Work to bo done, 
and, therefore, neither action lay — and that 
a judgment against each party on their re- 
spective claims ought lo bo entered, if the 
court hud power to do it, on this motion. 
It was contended, however, that the court 
a Divisional Court had no power to inter- 
fere except by granting a now trial, and had 
no power to make a final order. 

The case was adj lurned for further argu- 
ment on this point. Mr. C, Wilson ap- 
peared for the defendants.

It is cheeriiiK to see that Dr. Davie, the 
Provincial Health Officer, is acting with 
energy and determination. Such action on 
the part of tho authorities is required ut 
the present juncture. Tho remedies which 
ho prescribes are, without doubt, tho best 
that can be devised, and if they are intelli- 
gently and honestly applied the smallpox 
will very soon disappear from tho city and 
its vicinity. 

There does not, it would appear, exist a 
very good understanding betwoen tho 
Mayor and tho Provincial Health Officer. 
Important suggestions made by tho latter 
official havo not been deemed worthy of 
even the slightest notico by His Worship 
the Mayor. This ia greatly to be regretted.' 
It is absolutely necessary that the most 
complete harmony should exist among the 
municipal and provincial authorities. Their 
oo-operatinn should be perfect. To get the 
smallpox under control should bo the great 
object of every citizen, official and un- 
official, and it is for men in authority to set 
tho example of zeal and self-sacrifice in 
their efforts to accomplish this object. 

Wc trust that the Mayor will, with the 
■whole weight of his authority, assist the 
Provincial Health Officer. Tho matter is a 
purely professional one, ami there cun be no 
loss of dignity in acting upon the sugges- 
tions of the professional adviser of tho 
Government in nutters relating to the pre- 
servation of the public health. Doctors 
from the very nature of their duties must, 
at times, be arbitrary, and the highest in 
the land aro often obliged submissively 
and promptly to obey their command). 

The measures prescribed by the Provin- 
cial Health Officer are so reasonable and so 
certain to prove elfectual that every intelli- 
gent aud public spirited man in the city 
should cheerfully aid in carrying them into 
effect. Dr. Davie appears to be peremp- 
tory, but it muBt be admitted that his pre- 
emptorincss ia beneficent, and that it is 
best for a man in his position at this time! 
if ho errs at all, to err on the side of strin- 
gency and determination. Laxity and ir- 
resolution just now would be certain to be 
followed by tho most deplorable conse- 
quences, whereas if all work together hear- 
tily and harmoniously, all cause for anxiety 
will very soon disappear. 



WE A K CO VERNMENTS. 

The weakness and tho irresolution (lis 
played by tho United States authorities at 
Homestead, are regarded by intelligent and 
patriotic American citizens, as both deplor- 
able and dangerous. It is seen that when 
tho Government fails to protect life and 
property, either anarchy or despotism is not 
far off— cither every man will do whut 
aeetneth right in his own eyes, or tho lovers 
of order will combine to support a man 
strong enough to rulo the country with a 
rod of iron. This is an extract from an 
article in the Argonaut, of tho 1 1th inst., on 
the subject : 

" The desperate and bloody struggle at 
tho Homestead Steel Works, in Pennsyl 
vania, iu which some twenty or thirty men 
were killed in an armed conflict betw 
striking workmen and a lot of men brought 
in by tho owners of tho works to guard 
their property, is another and a striking 
example of tho weakness of county und 
state governments in the suppression of dis- 
order. There was no Interference on the 
part of any lawful authority until the battle 
was fought out. One deduction seems in- 
evitable) — it is that tho Federal jurisdiction 
must be enlarged within the sever. U states, 
so that it may, without any intervening 
processes, protect the life, liberty and pro- 
perty of its eiti/.ins when occasion demands. 
Tho weakness and inefficiency of our dual, or 
rather, triple form of government was 
never more completely exemplified than iu 
this affair. The officer, whoso duty it was 
to protoofc the livcB of citizens aud the prop- 
erty of tho Homestead Company, wus nb- 



A FRENCH INVASION, 

French Canadians have been emigrating 
to the United States in large numbers. Tho 
French Canadian is not readily absorbed 
into the great English speaking population 
of the States. Ife remains for generations 
a French Canadian in language, iu religion, 
in customs and in opinions. French Cana- 
dians in New England have their own socie- 
ties, and aro represented in tho state and 
general legislatures by men of their own race. 
There are in the New England States as 
many as 287 French Canadian socie- 
ties, with a membership of 43,031. It 
said that they own SI()0,OUO,0()0 
worth of real estate. Their number is esti- 
mated at SOO.OOO. There, are, indeed, al- 
most as many French in tho United States 
us there are in the Dominion of Canada, 
aud the exodns is going on still. 

The influx of aliens has ulurmcd some 
patriotic Yankees, who fear that in time 
not only New England but the whole Union 
will bo overrun by this prolific race. A 
Dr. Bender has given expression to the 
fears of the alarmists and there are a good 
many in tho Atlantic S'utea who 
aro far from believing that they are fan- 
ciful or groundless. Articles ure appearing 
in the papers of cities very far distant from 
New England, the object of which ia to as- 
sure the timid Yankees that they are in no 
danger of being crowded out of their coun- 
try by the French Canadians. A Pacific 
Coast paper says : , 

"The apprehension is unwarranted. No 
one ostium' es the number of French-Cana- 
dians in New Knghind at over 800,000, while 
the six Now England States contain some 
4,000,OOU people. The French infusion is 
too slight to dilute tho whole. If the 
French-Canadians remain iu tho land of 
their adoption, they are far more likely to 
bo absorbed and to cease after a couple of 
generations to retain their French churuc- 
terists than to color the community of which 
they form u part. The children will learn 
English ut the public schools and will grow 
up English-speaking Americans with French 
names. The colony cannot derive impor- 
tant accessions of strength from immigra- 
tion. There are less than 1,500,000 French- 
Cunadians, all told, in Canada ; a very 
slight increase in tho present immigration 
would deplete the colony of labor, und the 
tide would most likely turn in consequence 
of the demand for workmen in tho British 
Province." 

Our American contmporary should not 
calculate, with too great certainty, on the 
New England French colony not being re- 
inforced from the Province of Quebec. That 
Province has sent out streams of emigra- 
tion, east, west and south, and has still kept 
on increasing at home. A3 long as the 
French of Lower Canada find that they can 
tnako a better living in the States than they 
can at home, their young men and women 
will keep on going south. Wo are, how- 
ever, very far from believing that they will 
ever increase to such anextentas to become 
the dominant race in New England, or in 
any other section of the United States. 



THAT CREMATORY. 

It not time that the City Council set about 
getting asito fortho crematory in right earn- 
est ? The furnaces are necessary to con- 
sume t he city's garbage. There is no place 
to dump it, and tho scavengers threaten to 
stop work if some receptacle for the rubbish 
of the city Is not provided. The obstacles 
that stand in the way of erecting thu cre- 
matory should not deter energetic unil 
earnest business men tor a single hour, The 
city wants It ami must have St, 
let tho howlers howl a3 they may. 
The consequences that are certain to ensue 
from tho want of it are infinitely greater 
th tn any that aro likely to follow its 
ejection. Wo do trust that tho City 
Fathers will go on with this necessary work 
which has already been delayed much loo 
1 ug, They need not be afraid of making 
enemies by doing what they must know is 
their duty in this matter. Their credit as 
councillors und their popularity will suffer 
a great deal moro by any further postpone- 
ment than they possibly can by proceeding 
with tho erection of the furnaces at once 
and with energy. 



EDITORIAL COMMENT. 

The Vancouver correspondent of tho San 
Francisco Examiner, is one of thoso space 
liars who aro a disgrace to journalism, In 
his telegram of the 9ih inst., be says : "The 
boat arriving from thence (Victoria) this 
morning, brought over 2(10 passengers, a 
majority being women and children, fleeing 
from the dread disease." This is a com- 
panion to tlia World'a sugar fabrication, 
and wo would not bo surprised if they were 
both the inventions of tho same lively imagi- 
nation. It is no wonder that the in- 
habitants of tho coast cities be- 
lieve that Victoria is in a most 
dreadful condition. Such lies as tho ubovo 
nro calculated to produco such an impression 
Wo do not believe that ono single woman or 
child has left Victoria by tho Vancouver 
boat to escipo tho smallpox. Tho reason of 
this is very simple. Thero aro many places 
on Vancouver Island thut are absolutely 
free from the disease in which tho women 
and children could enjoy a holiday quite as 
safely ns they could in uny purl of the Main- 
land. Tho fact is that tho inhabitants of 
this city ure very far from being in a panic. 
Very little even of nervousness is exhibited 
by the women and children.

ENGLAND'S POSTAL SERVICE. 

Some or the Onuses beading to Its Perfection 
mid Promptness. 

The great secret of tho perfection of the 
English postal service and its promptness in 
bundling the mails lies in the liberality of 
tho appropriation made each year by tho 
government for the post oflico department, 
it being fur in excess of its needs, so that 
tho oflicials in charge arn never in need of 
money to employ a sufficient number of 
clerks and carriers, nor is any thought ever 
given to making the service self-supporting. 
The wdiolo aim of tho government and the 
department is to servo tho public and de- 
liver the mails promptly, no matter if they 
uso every penny of the appropriation and 
havo to seek more. This liberul use of 
money is, according to the Postal Record, 
apparent ull through tho English service. 
In the caso of the currirrs it manifests itself 
in a dozen different ways. 

Take the case of a collector. Ho is never 
required to carry more than 35 pounds on 
any collecting trip. If, while on bis tour, 
he collects what bo considers to bo about 35 
pounds weight ho stops right thero — it 
makes no difference bow far bo has gone 
over his route— culla a cab. and rides back 
in all his majesty to tho office; arrived 
there be calls the attention of a gentleman 
called the lobby officer to tho fact that he 
bus returned in the cab. This olliciul pays 
the cabman. Should there be a disposition 
on the part of any collector to abuse this 
privilege, tho lobby officer weighs his mail, 
and if found short in weight, the carrier 
pays the cabman himself. 

The collection boxes uro very large, being 
built right up from tho Btreet, tho lower 
half being a sort of "dummy" box. Collec- 
tions lire heavy and fn qnent, and tho col- 
lectors are obliged to bring in a tickot from 
each box on their routo on every trip. These 
tickets are turned over to tho supervisor, as 
he is culled, who examines anil notes them 
correct or otherwise in his book, ao that 
there is no likelihood of a collector missing 
a box.

Water entered 
and damaged the cargo. 

War Vessels .Misting. 

BUENOS ARVES, July 14. — A torpedo 
catcher boat named the Rosalis has found- 
ered in a storm off the coast of Uruguay. 
The officers were saved, the. crew of 70 men 
aro musing, and while some may have 
escaped, most of them aro supposed to have 
been drowned. The Argentine ironclad 
Almyrinthe Brown and the cruiser Veinti- 
cineo en route to Spain are missing, and it 
is believed they arc lost.

Several oi the meetings passed resolutions 
sympathizing with tho Ulster loyalists in 
their struggle against Hume Rule. 

The Board of Trade, at a special meeting, 
enthusiastically endorsed tho action of the 
council of the board in appealing for aid for 
the St. Johns sufferers. The president an- 
nounced that over §3,500 had already been 
subscribed in money aud a large donation of 
flour.

Dodds. 

Jacob Spence, a well-known temperance 
advocate, inspector, ami father of F. S 
Spence, and tqually well known to temper- 
ance workers, died yesterday morning. 

William Glendenning, aged .SO, and be- 
longini! to Elb'Smere, has died at the hos- 
pital ^from injuries received by a falling 
beam at a barn raising on Saturday. His 
body, from the neck down, has bei n dead 
from the time of the accident until death 
resulted. 

The Toronto Furnace Co. has assigned.

The Carnegie Company will not Surrender— 
Their Employes will Fight to the End. 

New York, July 14.— Samuel Compere, 
president of the Atneric in Federation of 
Labor, says they have been watching all 
the labor agencies in this city and Brook- 
lyn. They succeech d in pe rsuading all ap- 
plicants for woik to keep away from Home- 
stead. Ho is positive no non-union men 
would go to work I here. 

Pittsuuko, July 14 — Lovejoy, secretary 
of the Carnegie company, says the threat of 
the employes of several of the company's 
mills to strike unless the company grants a 
conference wilh the Homestead men, will 
have no effect on tho company. The com- 
pany will, under no circumstances hold a 
conference, even it every man in every mill 
operated by the company goes out. 



New Vancouver Coal Co, 

The shareholders of the New Vancouver 
Coal, Mining und Land Company. Limited, 
held their ordinary general meeting, on 
June 14 at the offices, 1'2 Old Jewry Cham- 
bers, E C , Mr. John Galsworthy presiding. 
In moving the adopt ion of the report tlio 
chaiiman said that the output of coal, last 
halt-year, amounted to~204,890 tons, against 
253,00!) tons for the previous half-year. The 
sales in the half-year under review were 
202 350 tons as against 254,000 tons in the 
previous six months; 50,000 tons of the 
coals sold during the last half-year were dis- 
posed of locally, and the residue was sold in 
San Francisco. Tho net output from the 
East Field Mine in the half-year was (j.'i 000 
tons, from No. 2, South Field Mine the out- 
put was 79,452 tons, and from No. 3 South 
Field Mine the net output was 16,508 tons 
During the half-year the quantity of New 
Wellington coal extracted from the 
North Field Mine waB 45,728 
tons. Tho result of that ling 
output cf coal was a net profit of nearly 
£7,800. That, of course, was extremely 
unsatisfactory for such a large output; but 
the prices that ruled at San Francisco and 
tho Island during tho whole of the year 
were very low. They would observe by the 
report that tho board had resolved to issue 
£20,000 worth of debentures ut Bixper 
cent., for which the board would be glad to 
receive applications. The directors recom- 
mend the payment of a dividend of 1 .J per 
cent., which, with the interim dividend 
paid in December last, made 4 per cent for 
the year. No doubt some of the shareholders 
would consider that dividend small; hut 
the hoard thought that in view of tho com- 
pany's indebtedness to its agents, and pros- 
pects of the company's operations for tho 
current year, they were unable to recom- 
mend t a larger dividend. . Mr. J. Fry 
seconded tho motion, which was adopted.

All the pumps were 
working splendidly, and Spratt'a Ark, the 
Lorna, the Sadie, tlio Capiluno and the 
Mascotto were busy all day, supplying 
steam for them. The water in the after 
part of the vessel was lowered ten feet, 
leaving some of the compartments iu such a 
condition us to allow men to walk on the 
coal left in the ship — hut still tho vessel wu 
not raised. C»pt. Whitelaw will now, it is 
understood, send away for more pumps, and 
after they urrivo ho will again continue 
throwing the water out of tho wreck, and, 
when it in lowered sufficiently, the re 
maiudor of tho coal will be taken out. In 
this way, it is hoped, tho vessel's hold on 
the rocks will be loosened. 

The Inlander is advertised to sail for Al- 
aska, on Monday next, and tho Maude for 
Alberni, to night. 

It is expected that the steamer Joan wi 
make her trial trip on Monday or Tuesday 
next, and go into regular service about a 
week later. 

Steamer Daisy, which has for several d tys 
past been undergoing repairs, will leave, to- 
morrow morning, for Chemuinus, with two 
empty scows, with which she will shortly 
return lumber laden. 

Yesterday morning a gang of men from 
the Albion Iron Worke began work on tho 
Government steamer Quadra, in the dry 
dock. Ollicial word came from Ottawa, on 
Wednesday, continuing tho announcement 
in the Colonist, a few days before, that 
the Albion's tender for repairing the steamer 
was accepted. Work, however, will Jow 
be rapidly pushed forward, and no time 
will be lost in having the boat ready tor 
service again. It is expected that the work 
of repnir will occupy four or five weeks. 

Steamer Alert brought in a scow load of 
coal from Nanaimo, yesterday.

THE "ELIZA EDWARDS." 

Inquiries on the California Coast as to Her 
Whereabouts and Movements. 

San Fka.nci.sco, July 14 — Special Agent 
Evans, of tho Treasury Department, to 
gethor with Inspector Pattison, were at the 
Pacific Coast S. S. Co. 'a wharf, this morn 
ing, in close conference with tho officials of 
tho company. They uro trying to devise 
some method of trapping the Vancouver 
steam schooner, Eliza Edwards, now held 
under suspicion, ut Sau Diego. Tho Gov- 
ernment agents uro positive that the 
Eliza Edwards' landed contraband 
goods on the California coast, hut what 
they want is proof. As matters stand now 
the government is liable to he held for dam- 
ages in injustly detaining the vessel. They 
have the El za Edward?, hut the opium and 
Chinese are missing quantities. The cap- 
tain of the Santa Rose steamer that sailed 
to-day was instructed to make particular 
inquiries at Port Harford to see if any 
strange craft has put into any of the bays 
or inlets in San Louis Obispo 
county. The idea of the officers is that 
the Eii/.a Edwards perhaps, transferred her 
contraband goods to some other boat and 
thus got them ashore. The captain of the 
steamer Coos Hay, a vessel sent down tho 
coast after the Edwards, reported on her 
return that she sighted a strange schooner 
anchored off the shore near Mouteruy 
County. This is the clue that is now being 
investigated. 

WILL BRIDGE NIAGARA. 

The Canadian Pacific Kailw'ay Contemplates 
a Work with This Object in View. 

Niagara Falls, July 14.— The Canadian 
Pacific, it is stated, on the authority of 
prominent railway officials who were at 
Clifton, to-day, will bridge the Niagara 
very shortly. The long-talked of scheme of 
that road for securing direct communication 
with New York seenla now about to be 
realiz'd. A line is to be constructed from 
Woodstock to Niagara Falls, and ugonts of 
the road are now purchasing the right-of- 
way between Welland, Out., and Wood- 
stock. For some time tenders for the con- 
struction of a bridge across the Niagara 
Fulls have been in the hands of the man- 
agement of tho Canadian Pacific Riilway, 
and a few dnya ago one of the tenders was 
virtually accented. The plans have been 
returned to the successful contractors to 
undergo slight alterations, recommended by 
tho railway company. The bridge will bo 
constructed between the present cantilever 
and the new span bridge, and will consist ot 
a single arched steel span resting on but- 
tresses on either bank, 200 feet apart. 

TACOMA AM) THE CHINESE. 

Mongolian Merchants' not Unlikely to Estab- 
lish Themselves in the City of Destiny. 

As is well known, Tacoma is a city that 
has set itself against the sentiment of Chi- 
nese within its boundaries, having hedged 
itself in against them in every possible way. 
Recent advices from that city, however, 
state that George 1!. Dodwell, of the North- 
ern Pacific Steamship Conipuny, says the 
talked-of Chinese merchants will very likely 
establish themselves ut Tacoma whenever 
they desire. Their coming is, in his 
opinion, only a question of time; to ho de- 
termined by tho growth of business. As a 
rule, Chinese merchants, on account of Tu- 
coma's anti-Chinese principles, will not help 
the city any more than they can avoid. At 
Hongkong many do not know that Seattle 
has a few Chinamen and Tacoma has none. 
Mr. Dodwell is satisfied with the business 
prospects of the new Puget Sound and 
Orient Steamship Company, llefore the 
Commercial Club recently, Mr. Dodwell 
favored admitting Chinese merchants, say- 
ing that on the Phra Nang and Hatavia car- 
goes from there he had lost $6,000 to $7,000, 
principally becauso the Chinese merchants 
who control the flour trade refused to pay 
tho nominal freight rates, as they wished to 
discriminate against Tajoma.

Id. Aid of tho Victoria and Sidney Rail- 
way Company. 

WnEREA". under and by. virtuo of nn Act of 
tho Lrgls'atlvo Assembly of tho Provinco of 
British Columbia pissid at tho last ses.don, 
intituled, "Tho Victoria & Sidney Hallway 
\ct, 1892," a company was incorporated with 
power to lay out, construct, maintain and oper- 
uto n lino of railway from some convenient and 
lcccssibie point within tho City of Victoria by 
tho moat feasiblo and available engineering 
routo to tho Townslto of Sidney in tho District 
of North Sannlch. 

And Whereas, under and by virtuo of 
another Act of tt e slid Legislature pass, d at tlio 
last sossion thereof, intituled, "Tho Victoria 
& Sidney Railway Subsidy Act, 1892," power 
was taken by tho Government of. Hritish Co- 
lumbia to guarantee tho payment of interest, 
until matuiity, at two per cent, per annum on 
bonds o' tho said railway company. Issued to 
an amount not oxceeding $-UX),00O, or its equiva- 
lent In Bterling money, tho principal of such 
bonds to he payable not lator than 25 years 
from thoir date. 

And whereas, under and by virtuo of sec- 
tion 101, sub-sections 2, 3 and 1 of tho Municipal 
Act, 1892, the Council in every Municipality in 
authorized from i inm to lime to mako by-laws 
among other things for endorsing and guaran- 
teeing the payment of any debentures or into •• 
est on nny debentures to bo issued by any rail- 
way or tramway company, constructed or pro- 
posed to be constructed, cither wholly within 
the limits or partly within tho limits and partly 
without, for the money by the mborrowed, ai d 
for assessing and levying, from time to time 
upon the whole rateable property of tho Muni- 
cipality a sum Bufllclon' to' discharge the debt 
or engagements so contracted. 

And wu ERISAS tho Bald Hallway Company 
have applied to Hie Corporation of the City of 
Victoria for a guarantee of payment of interest 
on certain of the bonds of the said company 
upon tho railway proposed to bo con- 
structed by tho said company, by virtuo of the 
said charter, to tho amount of 3 per cent, on tho 
sum of $3!X).(00 00, for a period of 25 years. 

And WHEREAS, under and by virtuo of the 
foregoin recited Act, intituled the "Victoria 
and Sidney Railway Subsidy Act, IS92," provi- 
sion Is made in clauso 2 thereof that in caso, at 
any time, an agreement is entered into by the 
Company with the Corporation of tlio City of 
Victoria for the furnishing by tho a.dd Cor- 
poration of a guarantee of payment of interest 
to a further amount of two or more per centum, 
on the bonds of tho Company, up to tot more 
than S300 000, the Government may make such 
arrangements for permitting the said Corpora- 
tion to share any security taken by tin in for 
advances her. under, and such provisions as to 
tlio manner ot holding tho same as to them may 
seem (It. 

Axi> wmeheas the said Compnny wa3 there- 
by empowered to charge Its undertaking anil 
Us tolls and property, real and personal, with 
tho repayment of all the moneys paid by the 
Provincial Govcrnniont in respect of tho 
guarantee thoreby authorized acomd and sub- 
ject only to lho chargo given in f ivor of the 
bondholders under iho Company's Act of la- 
corporation, and witli further power to tho 
Lioutonant-Govornor in Council to cuter into 
all agreements which might be ned ssary for 
the purpose of carrying out tho provisions of 
the said Act. 

AND WHEREAS It is desirable that a guaran- 
tee of payment of interest on bonds by tho said 
Corporation should be made, and an agree- 
ment to that etLjct onterc l into by the said 
Corporation witi Iho 'aid company, and that 
an arrangement should bo mad o by tho said 
Corporation wi h tho said Government for 
permission to the said Corporation to share 
any security taken by the said Government 
for advances by them and by tho said Corpor- 
ation and otherwise (is p ovided by the said 
Act. 

And Whereas it will requiro the sum of 
89,000.00 to be raised annually by special r.a'o 
for paying the amount of tho said guarantee in 
the event of tho said Corporation being called 
upon to pay tho same. 

And Whereas tho wholo amount of tho 
riteab land and troproven cuts of real pro- 
perty of tho Municipality, according to tho 
last revised assessment roll, ia $17,563,148 00. 

And Whereas it will require an annual 
special rato of ha fa mill on the dollar for paying 
tho amount of such guarantee in the ovent of 
tho Corporation being called upoa to pay the 
samo. 

And Whereas Iho total amount of such 
guarantee in the event of tho Corporation 
being called upon to pay the samo is $9.00000 

Therefore he it Enacted by the Muni- 
pal Council of tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria :— 

1. There shall be assessed and levied in each 
year an equal special rato of one-half of one 
mill on the dollar In addition to all other rates 
to he levied in each year for t he payment of tho 
interest payable undo tho s .id guarantee 

2. .Tho amount of such special rate shall bo 
collected in each year fr in timo to t me as the 
said Corporation may bo called upon to pay 
the amount of the said guarantee. 

3 The Corporation of tho City of Victoria 
shall guarantee interest at tho rale of .'I per 
cent, per annum on tho bonds of the Vielorin 
& Sidney Railway Company to the amount, of 
8300,000.00 for a period not exceeding twenty- 
live years from the date of this Ily-law going 
Intellect, under and subject to tho conditions 
prescribed in this By-law. 

I. Any sum or sums of money which may 
hereafter bo paid by the Corporation under 
this guarantee shall be a first chargo upon the 
undertaking, tolls and property of the said 
Company, subject only to the said bonds and to 
such division thereof as between tho Govern- 
ment of British Columbia and the Corporation 
as may bo agreed upon by tlio said Government 
and tliu said Corporation, and i ho acceptance 
of tho bi noflt of this By-law by tho said Coi„- 
pany shall be deemed conclusive evidence of 
the assent of the said Company to all tho terms 
of this By-law. 

5. All tho moneys obtained from tho pro- 
ceeds of tho Bald bonds in reap ct of which in- 
terest is guaranteed by tho said Corporation 
shall he applied by tho said Company in pny- 
tnontof tho rightof way, construction, equip- 
ment of tho said railway and expenses inci- 
dental thereto, 

0. It shall bo lawful for tho Mayor for the 
timo bo. ng of tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria to endorse, or cause to bo endorsed, on 
lho said bonds eo proposed to bo issued by the 
-aid railway company theguarantco in the form 
and manner prescribed in tho memorandum of 
agreement sot forth in tho Bchedulo attached 
to this by-law, and for tho Clerk of the said Cor- 
poration to countersign and seal lho said en- 
dorsements. 

7. This by-law Is passed upon the express con- 
dition that the said Company shall actually 
and bona II lo commence tlio work of construc- 
tion of tho said railway on or before tho Aral 
(lay of October, 1832, and thereafter prosecute 
iho samo with reasonable diligence until the 
completion of the railway ready for active 
operation; in any event such ditto of complo 
Hon not to bo lator than tho first day of Sep 
lombor, 1891, and that a failure to oh 
servo such timo limit or limits .shall 
render tho Company liable to a pfcn 
alty of One Hundred Dolars (§100) per 
day for cvory day beyond such timo limits tho 



Company shall bo in default, in commencing or 
completing tho said road, which said ponalty 
may bo recovered by action in any Court of 
competent jurisdiction at tho suit of tho Cor. 
poration or Government afonsald. 

8. The said Company shall not directly or In- 
directly employ Chinoao upon, about or in con- 
nection with tlio work of construe ion. and in 
tboovont of so doing, or of any of tho said 
Company's employes or any sub -contractor 
under them so doing tho Company shall bo 
liable to n pona t.y of ten do'lars ($101 for cueh 
day for each Chlncso so employed, to bo re- 
covered as specified in Clauso 7 of this By Law. 

9. The Company shall not nay any dividends 
to any shareholder or o'her i erson silongns 
any money remains duo or owing to tho Bald 
Government or tho Corporal ion of tho City of 
Victoria In rcsp»-.t of the said guarantee. 

10. Tho said Railway so to bo constructed 
shall bo of n standard guago nnd to bo operated 
by steam power, and ono train per day (Sundays 
excepted) shall bo run over tho said line from 
each end thereof, 

11 Plans of tho location of so much of tho 
linonnd terminal works of the said It.il way as 
shall bo within tho limits of tho City of Vic- 
toria shall be filed by tho Company in the ofllco 
of tho City Cloik, anil slnll bo subject to the 
approval of tho Municipal Council bcforo any 
work of construction shall bo proceeded with 
within such City liaiits. 

12. All expenses connected with, or incidon- 
till to tlio passage of this by law, shall bo borne 
and paid by tho said company to tho corpora- 
tion of tlio Cby of Victoria befoio this by-law 
shall bo submitted to tlio ratepayora. 

13. No contract In connection with tho con- 
struction of the said proposed mil way ihnll bo 
lot to any person or po 1 sot s. firm or corpora- 
tion, wile b-vo not been for over six months 
prior to tlio date of calling for tenders for the 
said contract, resident or real louts of tho said 
Province, from the dato of receiving tonders fur 
tho said work. 

11. This by-law is subject to tho agreement 
made b twoen theOovornmont of the Province 
of British Columbia, and tho Corporation of the 
Ctyof Via oria, and tho Victoria nnd Sidney 
Railway Company, in the words and flgurea 
set forth in the schedule hereto, which schedule 
is hereby incorporated herewith, and inado 
part of this by-law. 

15. This by-law shall, before the final pass- 
age thereof, receive tho assent of tho electors 
of the municipality. In tho manner provided in 
the Municipal Act.. IS'.).', and shall take effect on 
the 25th day of July, 1832.

isauc Ljjnds not exceeding twenty thousand 
dollars (520,000.00) per mile of railway, payable 
at such time and In such manner and In such 
placoor places In Canada or cl-<owhoro, and 
bear such rato of |, tnrost not exceeding eight 
percent (3 per cent) per annum, as the Direct- 
ors may think proper. 

And Whereas, by section ore 11) of tho Vic- 
toria and Sidney Railway Subsidy Actof lSli'J," 
it is provided that tho Gorormnont of Hritish 
Columbia may guarantee tho payment of in- 
tcrort until maturity at 2 per rent, per annum 
on bonds of lho company issued to an amount 
not exceeding three hundred thousand dollars 
($300,000) or its equivalent In sterling money, 
but subject novortholes9 Lo tho conditions and 
restrictions In t ho said section contained, and 
tho company arc thereby empowered to charge 
its undertaking and iu oils and properly, real 
and oorsonil. thon existing, or at any lime 
theroaf er acquired, with, the repayment of all 
moneys to bo p ltd by tho Provincial Govern- 
ment In respect of the guarantee thereby auth- 
orized, subject to tho rights of tho bond-hold- 
ers for pas ment of tho principal of tho bonds 
at maturity. 

And Whereas, by tec' ion two of tho last 
ment ioned act it is provided that "in case at 
anytime an agreement is entered into by tho 
company with tho Corporation of tho Cltv of 
Victoria for iho furnishing by tho said Corpora- 
tion of a guarantee of interest to a further 
amount of two or more per cent, upon the 
bonds of the company up to not moro than 
three hundred t-h< usand dollars, tho Govern- 
ment may mako such arrangements for per- 
mit! ing tlio said Corporation to share any ao- 
curity taken by them for advances hereunder, 
and such provisions ns to tho manner of hold- 
ing tbn same as to them seem lit-" 

AM) WnEREAS, the Company have applied tro 
the Government to give such umuran teens nf ore- 
said of interest on tho sum of three hundred 
thousand dollars ($300,000.00) for a term of 
twenty-five (25) years, at tho rate of two per 
cent. 12 per cent.) per annum, nnd agreed in 
consideration of such guarantee to pledge Its 
undertaking and its Said tolls and property ns 
security therefor, which tho said Government 
has ngrted to do and to accept. 

A ND WHEREAS, similar application hna been 
made by tho Company to the Corporation to 
guarantee tho interest to a further amount of 
threo por cent. (3 por coTit.l upon the Company's 
bonds up to not mure I had throe hundred thous- 
a' d dollars l$30ft,000.0 ) which tho Corporation 
have agreed to do but subject, nevertheless, to 
ratification by the Ratepayers of tho City of 
Victoria In manner prescribed by section one 
hundred and elovon (ill) of tho Municipal 
Act, 1892. 

Now this Aoreemrnt WhtnIssskth, that, 
in pursuance of tho premises it Ishoreby agreed 
by and between the several parties hereto, as 
follows, viz.:— 

1. Tho Company shall commenco lho con- 
struction of their said intended railway on or 
before tlio first day of October; ono thousand 
eight hundri d and nlncty-two, and in default 
of so doing this agreement shall be void and of 
no effect,

subject to the provisions of section one ll) nnd 
two (2) of tho said "Victoria & Sidney Railway 
Subsidy Act, 1892," Bhall hear tho following en- 
dorsement, which endorsement shnll ho signed 
by tho Minister and tlio Mayor for the timo 
being ot tho City of Victor! », and bo counter- 
signed mid eealcd by the Clerk of tlio Cor- 
poration. "Tho payment of tlio interest but 
not the capital of tins bond at tlio rato of two 
per cent (2 per cent) per annum half-yearly on 
lho first days or March nnd Sept ember In each 
year is undertaken and guaranteed ay the Gov- 
ernment of tho Provinco of Hritish Columbia 
fortwenty-fivo yeais from tho first day of Sep- 
tember, A. 1).. 1892, to tho first day of Septem- 
ber, A. ])., 1917, nnd tho furlhor payment of 
Interest but not tho capital of this bond nt tho 
rato of throe por cunt per annum on tho days 
and for tho timo uforesnidis undertaken and 



guaranteed by tho Corporation of the City of 
Victoria. 

3. Tho Government and Corporation shall 
guarantee in manner aforesaid tho payment of 
tlio Interest on tho bonds bo agreed to bo Issued 
as aforesaid in the proportions and at tho times 
aforesaid, nnd tho signature of tho " Minister " 
and of tlio Mayor, respectively, to tho coupons 
may be affixed by printed, stamped or litho- 
graphed fac-slinllo. 

i The work of construction shall be placed 
in chargo of a competent engineer or engineers 
Bftlectod by the Company, and approved of in 
writ ing by tho Chief Commissioner of Lands 
nnd Works on beb tlf of tho Government, and 
by tho Mayor of tho City of Victoria on behalf 
of tho Corporation, and the Company may re- 
move such engineer at pleasure and appoint 
another engineer, subject also to the samo ap- 
proval. 

5. Tlio aforesaid bonds, when issued, Bhall be 
handed by tho ( ompnny to tho "MlnIster,"who 
shall have them duly noted in a book to bo 
kept for that purpose, and immediately upon 
com notion of such stating ho shall deposit the 
bonds in ono of tho ihnrter banks carrying on 
lrasino<8 in Victoria, to bo approved by tho 
parties hereto.

Kngincor and by the Surveyor General of lite 
Provinco, specifj ing the naturo and charact- r 
of tho work, suppli s, mate inls or other ex- 
penditure for which such cheque is given, and 
such certificates shall he retained by such bank. 

8. All moneys paid by the Government of 
British Columbia and lite Coiporation respec- 
tively in respect of tho aforesaid guarantees 
shall bo considered aa a debt duo from tho 
Company to I he said Government and Corpora- 
tion respect ively, and shall bo taken and con- 
sidered and are hereby made a chargo upon 
the undertaking, and the tolls and the property 
of tlio Company real and personal now-existing, 
or any timo hereafter acquired, and tho Minis- 
ter of Finance and Agriculture for tlio timo 
b lug shall b i held and deemed to bo a mort- 
gagee or Incumbrancer upon thes i id property in 
b'ust nevertheless as to two fifths thereof for 
tho Government of British Columbia nnd as to 
three fifths in trus' for tlio Corporation. 

9. Tho Company shall upon demand made by 
tho aiiid Minister oxco to to him ft legal mort- 
gage of all tho aforesaid property of the Com- 
pany ns security for tho repayment, of all moneys 
paid by the said Government and Corporation re- 
spect ively in respect of the said guarantees and 
tho coats, charges and expenses they mny bo 
respectively put to, or incur in connection 
therewith, and tho Enid Minla er shall hold tho 
said Mortgage and all other securities, if any, 
of tho Company which may como into his 
hands and tlio moneys thereby secured in tho 
proportion and upon tho trust herein bcforo 
mont Ioned and declared, and which said mort- 
gago shall contain all the covenants, powcra 
and conditions usually inserted in mortgages 
of real and pcrtoaal property together with the 
additional power of sale in default of tho Com- 
pany operating their said Railway for a period 
of three months, whilst any moneys shall bo 
o ing by tho Company to tho Government or 
Corporation respectively in respect of the said 
guarantees. 

10. The said Company horeby agree to com- 
pleto their auid Railway on or before tho Hist 
day of September, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and tinety-four, nnd thereafter to contin- 
ually maintain and operate tlio samo so lung 
ns any of their said bonds shall remain unre- 
deemed within the said period of twenty-flvo 
years. 

11. Provided always that Chinese shall not 
be employed in tho construction of the said 
railway, and provided also that in case a by- 
law to ratify this agreement on the part of tho 
Corporation shall not bo submitted within 
sixty days from tho dato hereof for t he voto of 
the ratepayers, under section ono hundred and 
eleven of tho said Municipal Act, 1892, or if 
such by-law shall be submitted and shall be 
defeated at the polls, or shall not bo carried, 
then, and in such case, this agreement, nnd 
everything herein contained shall be void, nnd 
of no effect. 

12. The Company shall not pay any dividends 
to any uli&relioider, or other ponson, cc long a? 
any moneys remain due or owing to tho said 
Government, or the Corpora 1 ion of tlio City of 
Victoria, in respect of tho said guarantee. 

13. Tho books of the Company shall bo open 
to tho inspection of any person authorized to 
inspect tho samo by cither tho said Govern- 
ment or tho Corporation of tho City of Vic- 
toria, nt all times. 

14. Tlio Company shal operatoond run over 
tho said lino of railway wdien constructed at 
least ono train each way perdiem (Sundays ex- 
cepted) for I he wholo length of tho railway.

A Decided Decrease Already Evident 
in the Number of New Cases 
Reported. 

Capt. Rudlin, of tho Yosemito, in spite 
of nil opposition, quietly landed all Mb pas- 
sengers on the Mainland yesterday. If you 
ask thc Cuptaiu where begot them ashore, 
ho will tell you at "Omaha," and there is a 
keen suspicion abroad that Omaha is not 
moro than a cool thousand miles from the 
Terminal City itself. 

Already the stringent regulations adopted 
for the prevention of tho spread of small- 
pox is having its effect, there being a de- 
cided and noticeable decrease in tho number 
of new cases reported, as will bo seen from 
the ollieial report of Provincial Health Offi- 
cer Dr. J. C Davie, 

Sumo more of the city cases were moved 
out to the Jubilee quarantine hospital yes- 
terday, and the balance will be taken out 
to-day. They are all receiving the best 
possible attention. Further details of what 
has been done will be found below. 

WH IT CAPT. Ill 111 1\ SAYS. 

When the steamer Yosemito arrived hero 
lust evening from Vancouver, she was after 
i-otne delay, boarded by City Health Officer 
Dr. Milne, who received from Capt. Rudlin 
t he clean bill of health required under the 
Provincial law. The passengers then came 
ashore and soon all tho freight, mails, etc., 
were removed. Shortly afterward Capt. 
Rudlin told a Colonist reporter of his ex- 
pt riences at tho Terminal City. He said: 
When we got into Burrard Inlet, 
Wednesday morning, tho little steamer, 
Senator, came out to meet us, and blowing 
the signal, three whistles, to speak us, we 
pulled up and allowed her to come along 
Health Inspector Huntley then 
handed n letter on board. The communi- 
cation stated that tho Vancouver authori- 
ties would allow me to land tho freight and 
mail after they had been properly futiiigaied, 
but that no passengers would, under uuy 
circumstances, be allowed to go ashore. It 
did not suy who was to do the work of fumi- 
gation. Mr. Huntley asked me if I would 
agree to this, and I said "no." He then 
went on board the Senator, and blew three 
whistles, which 1 was afterwards informed, 
when I went on shore, wn3 a signal for tiie 
fire hose to be brought down and got ready for 
action. After thu Senator went away I 
made tho Yosemito last to the buoy and 
went ashoro in my boat, accompanied by 
the purs-er. There must have been fully 
.'100 to 400 people on the dock at the time 
When I landed on the dock I asked if my 
men would be allowed to go on bhore to 
lund freight, etc., and my officers to trans- 
act their business as usual. Huntley went 
up town and saw the city authorities, who 
agreed to this, and tho dock was then 
cleared and the Yosomite came alongside at 
her regular place. All our freight, etc , 
was landed, our men not being molested. 
The mail bags were put on the dock and we 
fumigated them with what material I had 
on board, but the city authorities did not 
attempt to disinfect the sacks, etc. About 2 
o'clock I received a telegram from our people 
in Victoria telling mo that a mandatory in- 
junction had been issued, but it wus three 
or four o'clock in tho afternoon before the 
citiy authorities received uny word of it. 
All this time wo were tied up to tho dock. 
When the Vancouver authorities heard of 
the injunction, they had a consultation wilh 
Hon. A. N. Richards, and at U o'clock a 
special meeting of their City Council wus 
held, when a resolution was passed appoint- 
ing Dr. Herald Medical Health Officer. 
Ho came down to tho boat and told me that 
the passengers would he allowed to laud 
subject to 14 days quarantine, which, it is 
unnecessary to say, none of them agreed to. 
When the Medical Health Officer came on 
board, ho did not examine any of the pas- 
sengers, but only usked me where I 
took them on board. I told him 
at Victoria, and he asked me if they 
were all from there. I replied 
that I did not know, but I guessed u good 
many of them were residents, while there 
were some through passengers. I told him 
I had a clean bill of health, and he answered 
that wasn't required. He again said that 
uny passengers who went ashore would have 
to remain in quarantine fur 14 days, as tin y 
were from Victoria, which was uu infected 
port. I might also tay, too, that when I 
went ashore tirst in my small boat I handed 
Inspector Huntley my clean bill of health. 
He read it, and handed it. back tome. Well, 
after it became dark ull the passengers went, 
to bed, and sometime between then and 
next morning they landed. When the 
Yosomite came back to the dock, the chiet 
of police was there. He asked mu where I 
had landed them and I told him I took 
them to Omaha. When the afternoon train 
come in we got our passengers, freight and 
mails and came back here." 

Such is the captain's story. Somo addit- 
ional particulars aro given by a passenger 
who wus on board and saw tho whole per- 
formance. This gentleman sayB it wus u 
most ridiculous thing to see the lire depart- 
ment come down to keep the passengers off 
tho dock, and tho bitterest ani- 
mosity waB displayed by the Van- 
couver people against Victoria. During the 
morning it was reported at Vancouver that 
the C.P.R. train fur tho Fast wus not going 
to atop ut "Omaha" to take on the passen- 
gers, but Mr. Tlios. Eirle, M.P., win came 
through from Ottawa, was talking to Mr. 
Croasdale, ut Mission, bo that it is evident 
they all got uway, This gentleman further 
says that, no persuasion wus necessary in 
order to get the passengers away from Van- 
couver. "They 'fled' like a child from a 
rattlesnake, fur four they would get small 
pox. "

WESTMINSTER ALSO QUARANTINED. 

A dispatch received from the City Clerk 
of Now Westminster, lust night, contains 
the news that a quarantine has been de- 
clared against the port of Victoria, and all 
passengers, freight, etc., will be detained 
until further notice Exactly what tho 
notice means no one knows, but it is sup- 
posed in somo quarters that tho Royal City 
Council has been pleased to adopt the same 
courso is the Council of Vancouver. In that 
case, it will only bo a question of a day or 
two until the "quarantine" is declared off, 
for the rules ami regulations of neither the 
Dominion nor tho Provincial Government 
will permit any Canadian port, to be closed 
against any oilier port when the rules as to 
vaccination and a clean bill of health have 
been complied with, Injunction proceedings 
have already been instituted. 

AFFAIRS AT ALBERT HEAD.

THE 8TANOOFTJUE IV E 4T3I I NSTE RITES . 

New Westminster, July 14. — (Special.) 
Permission having bei n obtained from ihe 
Provincial Government to erect a smallpox 
hospital in the cemetery reserve, north o ( 
Eighth avenue, the Board of Works are 
erecting a building capable of holding 12 
patients. The City Engineer has drawn up 
plans for the hospital, including isolated 
buildings for convalescents and a kitchen 
separated from the oilier buildings. At pre- 
sent, however, there being no smallpox 
eases in the city, it is not thought necessary 
to put up tho whole of the buildings as 
drawn up in tho plan. 

A number of families carao over from 
Victoria yesterday on the steamer Riiubow 
to visit friends at Ladner's Landing being 
induced to leave tho capital by wholesome 
dread of small pox. The Ladner's people 
who were to be honored by these visits, 
however, did not relish the idea of possibly 
entertaining the drerded scourge in dis- 
guise, and very regretfully declined to re- 
ceive tqe visitors at this time. Most of the 
visitors wfre obliged to return to day to 
their homes in Victoria or somo other 
country resort where the smallpox is less 
feared. 

A quarantine has been declared, at last, 
against Victoii*. When the news reached 
thu oiiy tn day that the C.P.N. Co. intend- 
ed running their boats to Westminster since 
Vancouver had refused to ullow passengers 
to lund, the council, which was thin in ses- 
sion, decided at once thut their intention 
must bo baulked. They considered West- 
minster would bo foolish to run a double 
risk and take all the chances going of being 
ovcirun with smallpox and the refugees 
from the capital. A motion, there- 
fore, was passed, ordering a quarantine 
to be declared against ull p-rsons landing in 
the city from Victoria. Vessels will be al- 
lowed to land, but any passengers coming 
ashore will bo quarantined for 14 days. 
Notice to this etfeut was sent to the 
CP. N. Company and tho Provincial Gov- 
ernment. If I he company decide to land 
passengers at Port Moody, the Coquitlam 
municipality will also declare a quarantine, 
thus effectually shutting off all communica- 
tion with the Island.
